SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 


The untitled photographic material, also known as Item 5 Strip of 3 negatives, is 
classified as: 

Unrestricted. 

The publication consists of a strip of negatives showing two informal views of nude 
women relaxing in a natural setting. The negative form makes it difficult to estimate the 
age of the subjects but the women have the appearance of adults. The dominant effect 
is the beauty of the female form and the images have no particular focus on sexual 
characteristics. 

While the publication deals with nudity, it does not do so in a manner that would render 
its availability likely to be injurious to the public good. Consequently, no restriction is 
placed on the publication. The freedom of expression set out in the New Zealand Bill of 
Rights Act 1990 is not limited by this classification.
